The first edition of Mr. Layard’s work on the ‘ Birds of 
South Africa’ has long been exhausted, and before leaving 
England for Fiji he entrusted aU his MSS. to Mr. Sharpe, 
to bring out a second edition of the work.

Persia and Persian Literature: 

When the Arab hosts flung themselves upon Persia, and Yezdegerd 
was slain in his flight across the Oxus in the year 649, the mighty empire 
of the Sassanides perished after a duration of over four centuries, through 
which it had maintained a stubborn rivalry with Rome and Byzantium. 
As it happened in Spain half a century later, so in Persia the fanatical 
invaders were wholly successful; and the language of the country still 
bears ineffaceable traces of their conquest . The religion of Zoroaster died 
out in Persia ; and the tongue of the people underwent such modification 
that the histonj of modern Persian language and literature begins with 
the eighth century. For a thousand years the tongue of Iran has held the 
chief place in Western Asia ; as the language of law, literature, diplomacy, 
and courts, it has been used over an immense area, from the Mediterranean 
to the frontiers of China, and from the extreme northern to the extreme 
southern limit of the vast Mogul Empire. In the departments of theology, 
canon law, and grammar, it yields easy pre-eminence to the widely spread 
and important language of the Arabs; but in poetry, fiction, belles-lettres, 
perhaps even in history and civil law, it is far superior. Among the early 
poets are Rudegi, y Unsuri, Farrukhi, and Asadi; but their lustre paled 
before the rising glory of Firdusi who, at the time when Canute was on 
the throne of England, wrote for Mahmud of Qhazna the Shah-Hama, an 
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epic poem on the ancient history of Persia, which is, like the Iliad or the 
jEneid, one of the world’s great hooks. In the twelfth century, we find 
the names of Omar Khayyam, Anwari, Hakim Sanayi, Khakani, Nizami, 
amongst many others who formed a splendid galaxy of poets. In the 
thirteenth century, we need only mention Fend ud Din Attar, the Maulavi 
Jelal ud Din Rumi, and the great Sadi of Shiraz . In the fourteenth 
century, Amir Khosm of Dehli, Khwaju Kirmani, Selman, and Hafiz; in 
the fifteenth and sixteenth, Katibi, Jami, Ahli of Shiraz, Husein Va’iz the 
author of the Anwar-i Soheili, and Hatifi. Writers of many countries 
have chosen the Persian language for historical composition. Important 
works of that class are extant: BaVami translated and enlarged Tabari in 
the tenth century ; in the twelfth, Mustaufi wrote the history of the Saracen 
conquests ; in the thirteenth Rashid ud Din wrote a universal history which 
ranks his name amongst the few truly great historians; in the fifteenth 
century Sharfud Din wrote the life of Timur, and the celebrated work of 
Mirkhond was composed. The Maulana Idris wrote his Turldsh history in 
Persian, the Tarikhi Alfi was compiled at the court of Akbar, whose life 
and times were recorded by Abulfazl in the renowned Akbar Namah. In the 
following century Iskandar Munshi celebrated the glories of Shah Abbas, 
when Ferishta’s great Indian history had already appeared. Jehan Gir 
compiled his own memoirs and a crowd of historiographers described in 
Persian the fortunes of the Mogul Empire until the end of the last century. 
Two highly valuable books appeared in India in the eighteenth century : the 
Siyyar ul Mutakhirin and the Maasir ul Omara. 

Persia enjoyed splendour and prosperity in the tenth and eleventh 
century under Dilamite kings of native stock who had shaken off the 
yoke of the Khalifs; but although it remained still a kingdom of 
great power and wealth under various succeeding dynasties, Us dis¬ 
tinctive character did not return till the Soft or Safawi kings restored a 
native sovereignty towards the end of the fifteenth century, and reigned 
in great glory till the beginning of the eighteenth. Since the death 

of Shah Abbas the Great in 1627, Persia has declined and diminished; 

but even now, its historic renown and ancient traditions, as well as 

its language [which is spoken by all educated men in the countries 

around) preserve it from the fate which Afghans, Turcomans, Burmese, 
and others might undergo unregretted, and which has overtaken the Mogul 
Empire and the minor kingdoms of India. Persia is still and must 
remain an important factor in political calculations ; and many reasons, 
beyond the beauty of its literature, conspire to render the study of the Irani 
tongue by Englishmen desirable. It would enable us to increase our 
influence throughout Western and Central Asia, and to spare the indefa¬ 
tigable Russians the trouble of training their Persian neighbours in mili¬ 
tary exercises (— we have seen recently that an officer of high rank had 
been sent by the Czar to discipline Persian cavalry ;) while it might help to 
restore the cradle-land of civilisation to something like its ancient wealth, 
population, and prosperity. 

Sir Henry Rawlinson has recently said that “ Persia must be detached 
from Russia coufce que Goute.’* Nothing indicates more forcibly than Ms

Vafcr babe. It is three years later than the Roman edition with Ruysch’s map which 
contained the first published delineation of America. The map of the world, which comes last 
in the above volume, represents the New World in an extremely curious way. Brazil, a large 
tract, is called Terra Sanctfe Cruds,Jthe Orinoco and Amazon are both laid down with approxi¬ 
mate truth, and the upper outline of the continent bears the words, “ Canibula romon.” The 
continuity is broken by the margin in consequence of the peculiar plan of the map, so that Cuba 
and Hispaniola appear next above near their proper places ; and far beyond them, at the same 
degree of latitude as Ireland, an unfinished shore bearing die words “Regalis Domna,” indicates 
the northern continent, while Labrador (Terra Laboratory) is represented as an island off the coast, 
This is the fibst appearance of North America in ant printed map, and also the 
*tr8t graphic record of the discoveries (in 1500) of Corte Real. Coming nearer 
home, it is remarkable that in this book, Scotland is properly drawn for the first time as forming 
a northern extension of England. Sylvanus* work is really a remarkable production—however 
erroneous from our modem stand-point, since every map in it embodies an original design, by an 
accomplished geographer, who laboured to reform the science according to the newest lights. It 
Is also remarkable for the manner in which the names are printed on the maps—this having been 
done by types after the woodcut had been worked off. This is the first instance in which such a 
method ot operation was ever adopted.

The Tabula Terre Nove is the famous ‘‘Admiral’s Map,” or ffydrogrtplx 
Poftugaue ) considered by some to have been the actual work of Columbns, by others of Cabral, 
by others of Vespucci ; but most probably by the first of the three. This, and the mappemonde 
which precedes it (Orbis typus universalis juxta IJydrographorum traditionem, in which the 
New World is also represented) were published for the first time in 1513 at Strassburg. and 
appear for the second time (impressed from the original blocks) in the re-issue of 1520. Not 
only may the Ptolemy of 1513-20 be said to contain the Editio Princep* of the Admiral's 
map, but it would even be correct to describe it as the only edition of that map, since all the 
later reproductions, except of course modem facsimiles, follow the Ptolemy of 1522. Humboldt 
has put forward an opinion that Waldseem filler executed these maps, and also thoae which 
appeared in the Ptolemy of 1522 and 1525. A faithful comparison will preclnde all supposition 
that the same hand could have been employed in both ; for although the maps of 1522 and 1523 
published by Laurentios Frisins, are ostensibly close reproductions of those of 1513, yet the 
difference between them is scientifically and critically very great. It can at once be seen that the 
original maps, which bear a family resemblance to that of Juan de la Cosa (Colurabu>* 
pilot) are valuable and authentic documents, while the later ones are inferior imitation*, not 
only without any attempt to improve upon the earlier labour, but even omitting some of the 
names because they were too numerous or not sufficiently clear; blurring, rounding. tn«i 
distorting the coast-outlines. 

The 47 maps are made up as follows : 1. the map of Lorraine, which is the first known 
specimen of the art of colour-printing and is also the first map of the Dnchy, executed by the 
editors as an expression of gratitude to the Duke Rend for his having obtained and presented to 
them the two ColumbUB maps ; 2. the 27 maps of the old Ptolemy ; 3. the 2 maps of the New 
World ; 4. the 17 modern maps in which the old Ptolemy was supplemented and corrected.

Rare, all the copies that could be obtained having been ordered to be burned by Calrin 
It is the most famous editiou in the entire series ef Ptolemies, in consequence of the paragraph 
that caused the martyrdom of Scrvetus. This paragraph is alluded to by Ebert, Brand 
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Ptolemy’s Cosmography in Latin —continued. 

Harrisse, and others, bat all of them make the same mistake with regard to its position in the 
book. It appears on the map of Palestine in the second series, and the fault lay in accusing the 
“ Biblici libn” of “ injuria aut jactantia para;” but, of course, Servetos was not the author of 
the passage, having merely copied it from the editions of 1522 and 1525. Indeed the labours of 
Servetos were not very heavy ; he did bnt reprint those editions, with a few additions, a few 
omissions, and a total substitution of text only in the d e scrip tions of France, Spain, Germany, and 
Italy. Here, Servetus expresses freely his own opinions and prejudices, which differ extremely 
from those of his predecessor. With regard to Germany, he quotes “ prodweit Huognria bores, 
Bavaria sues, Franconia cepas rapas et glycerhisiam, Suevia mere trices, Boeraia hereticos, 
Bavaria iteram Cures, Helvetia carnifices bnbsequas, Westfalia fallaces, tota denique Germania 
ac totus septemtrio gulones et potatores” The maps are in general imitations of those in the 
1513-20 Ptolemy, and in most instances less approximately correct But to the Orbit Typitt 
Uniter tails mentioned above a second one is added in this edition as the final map, signed by 
L. F. 1522 [Laurentios Frisias]. It is slightly modified from the other, and bears the name 
of “ America.” To the identical account of Columbus which appeared in the editions of 1522 
and 1525, Servetos has appended a few remarkable words concerning the absurdity of patting the 
claims of Americas in precedence to those of the real disooverer. 

The maps are made up as follows : 1. the 27 PtolemsBau maps ; 2. the Admiral’s Map ; 
3. New Maps, 22 in number, including the two Mappetaondes (the one copied from the edition of 
1513-20, the other bearing the name of America), the 17 modern maps of the 1513-20 edition, 
the map of Lorraine, and two new maps which depict Southern India and the Indian Ocean, 
and Tibet, China, and Japan.

The second edition by Servetos, not corresponding exactly to his first printed in 1535. T hat 
of 1641 still contains, however, on folio 23 of the maps, his contemptuous reference to those who 
would confer the name of America upon the New World, since the honour was justly doe to 
Columbus. It also contains the curious comparison instituted between the rival monarchies of 
Spain and France, in which Servetus bestows such strangely mingled praise and blame upon the 
manners of his countrymen and countrywomen. There is no doubt a covert allusion to himself 
in the statement that “ alibi potids quam in ipsd Hispama Hispanum doctura inventus.” It is 
remarkable that the entire text relative to Palestine (amongst the addiiional maps) is omitted ; 
from which we might conclude that the public had already been shocked by the assertions (copied 
by him in 1535 from the Ptolemy of 1522) of the barrenness and unpleasantness of the Holy 
Land so falsely eulogized in the sacred writings as “ flowing with milk and honey.”

According to old usage he had his domestic Physician, namely Rhiwallon, who was assisted by 
his three sons, Cadwgan, Gruffydd, and Einion, from a place called Myddvai, in the present 
county of Caermarthen, whose rights and privileges, as enjoined by law, were worthily main¬ 
tained and upheld by him. Uuder his patronage these men made a collection of valuable 
medicinal recipes applicable to the various disorders to which the human body was then subject 
But though this collection bears their name, we are not to suppose that all the prescriptions con¬ 
tained therein were the result of the studies and experience of the Physicians of Myddvai. Some 
no doubt had been in the materia medica of Wales long before; a few indeed may be traced up 
to tbe time of Howel the Good, if not to the sixth centuiy. Such, however, do not seem to have 
been reduced to writing, nntil the Physicians of Myddvai took the matter in hand, and produced 
the work which is now for the first time printed. The original manuscript is supposed to be one 
lately transferred from the library of the Welsh Charity School in London, to the British 
Museum. Of this there are several copies; the one adopted as the basis of the present volume 
is from the Red Book, in Jesus College, Oxford, which wus carefully collated by the Rev. Robert 
Owen, B.D., Fellow of the said College, with a transcript made by the late Mr. Saunders, from 
Mr. Rees of Tonn’s copy; which MS. was moreover copied about 1766, by William Bona, of 
IJanpumsaint, from another belonging to Iago ap Dewi of Llonllawddog.

But with rsfereaoe to the text 
from Maracci translated, Fliigel says, “ Maraccius in lectionibns receptis fere nunquam sibi constitit, 
sexcenties verba perperam expressit ut versioni ejus . . . majus pretium statuendum mihi videatur, 
quatn verbis textus arabicis.” Pref. p. vi. i.e. “ Maracci is inconsistent in the readings which he 
has adopted, and has made hundreds of mistakes in rendering even these, Ac.” So that Sale’s ver¬ 
sion may be fairly said in the judgment of Fliigel to be based upon the faulty version of a faulty 
text.

These Documents are selected from the 
MSS. in the General Register House, Edin¬ 
burgh, the Public Record Office, London, the 
Advocates’ Library, Edinburgh, the British 
Museum, Private Charter Rooms, and other 
sources, and throw much interesting light on 
the commencement of an important branch of 
National industry. 

The Documents connected with the search 
after the precious Metals in Scotland com¬ 
mence with the earliest recorded find of Gold 
at Duriness in Sutherland, in 1245, and come 
down to the last official notice of the Gold 
Mines in Scotland in 1652. The private letters 
of George Bowes to the English Court on this 


part of the subject, are of special interest, and 
have never before been printed. 

Copious selections from the original accounts 
of the Silver Mines in Linlithgowshire will 
also be found. 

The earliest notice of Coal Mining occurs 
between 1210 and 1219, and the various legis¬ 
lative enactments on this subject are fully 
noticed. 

The Documents preserved in the Balcarres 
Papers in the Advocates’ Library give much 
carious information relating to Mining in 
Scotland in the Sixteenth Century, and are 
printed for the first time.

Under the above title a very praiseworthy, and, wc 
trust, successful effort is now being made to supply the 
beautiful Castilian language with a translation of 
William Shakespeare's Works.

The following interesting description is from the pen of the Ret. J. M. Rod well. 


This MS. once the property of King 
Theodore, is a portion of the Synaxarion, or 
large Acta Sanctorum, of the Copto-JEthiopic 
Church, arranged for the festivals of the 
Archangel Michael throughout the year, the 
portion for each month being specified in the 
Rnbrico. Each section contains a Homily and 
Legend in honour of Michael, with whom 
Gabriel is sometimes associated, and the 
Virgin Maiy but rarely. 

On folio 1, after tne usual “ In the Name 
of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, one God/* 
is a “ Homily and address by the Holy Father 
“ Demadias (yu. Domitius), Abp. of Alexandria 
“ which he delivered on the Festival of 
" Michael the Archangel/’ 

The name of the Scribe is not given and 
there is no date. But the MS. was written for 
a monk or priest, Sharetsa Michael, who 
implores the Blessing and intercession of 
Michael at the conclusion of each section, and 
at the end of the MS. also for “ his beloved 
Waleta Petros/’ probably his wife, and con¬ 
cludes with a poetical Sal&m or Salutation in 
Rhyme to Michael. 

The MS. is about 250 years old so far as 
a judgment can be formed from the style of 
the writing and other internal indications. 

The Rubric on folio 1, “How the Holy 
Michael appeared to the Evangelist John as 
the Deliverer of Souls ” seems to refer to a 
picture which has either been cut out of the 
MS. or left for insertion further on, as is pro¬ 
bably the case. See painting 3 on the same 
subject. 

Painting 1 represents God with the four 
cherubic beings at the angles, and three arch¬ 
angels at the bottom. 

2. Michael as Captain of the Heavenly 
Hosts, Satan at the bottom. 

3. Michael delivering Souls from Hell. 

4. Michael introducing Souls into Paradise. 

5 and 6. The legend of Daratius and his wife 
Theopista of the City Qnania—who sell 
all their goods to feed the poor during a 
famine. They are anxious to provide a 
sheep for sacrifice and distribution on 

S. Michael's feast. He offers his wife's 
garment as the price of a sheep to a shep¬ 
herd, who refuses it (vide picture on the 
right). On his way back is met by Michael, 
as a prince, on his white horse (vide 
picture), who procures for him not only a 
sheep, but fish and wine. Michael comes 


to their house, and the poor are then fed 
(observe the wine bottle in picture 6, on 
the right). 

7. The legend of Talorinus — for whom 
Michael obliterates the writing of Death, 
and gives him one of life and dignity. 

The mother of T. gleaning in the 
owner’s field. 

8. To whom the mother confides the child, 
who is thrown by him into the sea, from 
which he is delivered by Michael, to whom 
Talorinus builds a church. 

9. The 150 pieces of gold, which had been 
given for the poor, recovered from the 
bowels of a fish. 

10. Homily by Patriarch of Antioch. The 
legend of Quison, who sleeps at the door 
of a church. Hears the priests saying 
their office on S. Michael's Day. Is led 
to commit himself to Michael. 

11. Xs baptized with his children by the Bishop 
—returns in a ship to his countnr. 

12. Moses and Aaron before Pharaoh. Moses* 
rod becomes a serpent Under Michael's 
guidance he leads the children of Israel. 

Pharaoh’s soldiers, with muskets, in the 
Red Sea. On the right, Moses and 
Michael. 

13. John Chrysostom rebuking Eudoxia, the 
wife of Arcadius, and forbidding her the 
Church and Sacrament. 

14. Soldiers at her bidding pursue Chryaoetom. 
(Here follows a Homily by the Bishop of 
Axum—the old Metropolis of Abyssinia 
—and a miracle wrought by Michael at 
“ Great Rome.” 

15. Satan tempting Euphemia. Michael ex¬ 
pelling the Demon. (Vide Butler's Lives 
of Saints, Sept. 16.) 

16. Sack on the water, to the right, contains 
the body of a child of poor parents, devoted 
to Michael The child had been given to 
a powerful neighbour, who had no son of 
his own, for adoption, but only a daughter 
Waleta. This man having overheard 
Michael and Gabriel declare that this 
child would one day inherit all his pro¬ 
perty, exposed him on the water, in the 
sack. A shepherd, who comes to water 
his fiock, finds him, And christens him by 
the name of Thalassion (BaXaetra). The 
man who had exposed ’aim meets Tha¬ 
lassion when grown up, purchases him of 
the shepherd—having discovered who he 
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Synaxarion— continued. 

is—and sends him with a Utter to his 
wife, desiring her to hare him slain. 
Michael meets him {vide painting), and 
reveals the contents of the letter, and gives 
him another of different purport. The 
wicked man falls from his horse as he 
returns home, and is pierced by his sword 
and dies. His ijrife dies of grief, and 
Thalassion marries Waleta (vide the 
marriage-feast in the picture). This story 
is very prettily told in very pure Ethiopia 
(vide the story of Bellerophon and his 
off para Kvypd, in Homer, D. vi.).

This is probably the finest copy that ever was presented by Turner to one of his friends, 
from whose Executors I have purchased it. 

ff I can state on most competent authority that this copy, consisting entirely of 
First and Second States, is better than even the later picked copies of the First State 
(such as the one sold at Christie s, March 24, 1873), as they naturally were made up of 
impressions rejected in the earlier selections. 
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The number of copies printed of. the First State of the Impression varied from 
10 to 25 ; of the Second State, also from 10 to 25. Of the Third State, about 100 copia 
Were taken ; and after that issue the impressions became worthless. Whilst the picked copy 
(first impressions) fetched at the sale above referred to (Lot 330) the sum of 850 guineas, 
the recent copies (Lots 897-911) realised only about £25 each ; a good indication of their 
slender artistic and commercial value. 

Even if Turner's painting should fail to keep its present plaoe in general esteem, such a 
work as the Liber Studiarum would alone be sufficient to vindicate his genius. Here his exquisite 
sense of the refinement of aerial truth and his incomparable power of displayring the contrasted 
beauties of sunshine and shadow are not perplexed in their exercise by the need of solring 
complicated problems of colour. We are allowed to appreciate the wide range of his sympathies 
and to note the unfailing facility of his invention at a time when that invention had not jet lost 
its hold upon the simplicity of nature. 

In our judgment these plates mark the highest point in, the development of Turner's genius. 
In these he has given to the world the best that he had to offer, expressed in a material that «w 
the best fitted to display the strength and, at the same time, to suppress the inherent weaknesses 
of his style .”—Saturday Review, Feh. 22, 1879.

Chapter of a History of the Fine Arts in this Kingdom, extending from the Roman occupation of 
Great Britain to the Norman Conquest. 

By most persons this •* dark age/’ as it has been termed, will scarcely be supposed capable of 
affording materials for such a history; and indeed, with the exception of a very few examples given 
by Strutt, Astle, and Shaw, no opportunity had been afforded to the public of judging of the 
marvellous beauty and excessive intricacy of the ornamentation and designs of Anglo-Saxon aad 
Irish Manuscripts, until the publication of my “ Paleeographia Sacra Pictoria,’* in which I devoted 
many plates to these marvels of Art.

The fao-similes from the original Manuscripts have been executed by myself with the most 
scrupulous attention to precisiou of detail ; the majority having, in fact, been made with the 
assistance of a magnifying glass. This statement will, it is hoped, be a sufficient guarantee for 
the truthfulness of the Plates contained in the work. The fao-similes have been re-produced under 
my own eye, and the utmost care has been bestowed upon the Chromo-litbographio printing : so 
that the Work may be regarded as a small paper rival of the grand, but enormously expensive

There are 114 leaves, with Signatures a to q : in quires of eight and of six leaves (a, c, e, g, 
if if °f P> q in eights ; the rest in sixes). The portrait of Afeop is on the front of the first 
leaf *, the reverse is Blank. The first line on the second leaf ends with the words “ Rinucium 
fa,” and the last line ends “ Qui dum men.” The last line of the last page is “ lusus Finis 
diversarum fabularum.” 

On leaf m 3 there is an English memorandum in MS. on the margin which runs thus, 
“ scabro. a worme engendred in a deade horse,” in a handwriting of about the middle or earlier 
part of the sixteenth century, and shows how long the volume has been in this country. The 
binding dates from about the beginning of the last century.

“THE ECCLESIASTICAL ARCHITECTURE OF IRELAND.” 

We had intended to write at some length in this issue on the merits of 
Mr. R. R. Brash’s new volume on “ The Ecclesiastical Architecture of Ireland, 
to the close of the Twelfth Century. We must content ourselves for the present 
in saying that the work is one of high merit, and evidences the author’s thorough 
acquaintance with this subject. Both from an archaeological and architectural 
point of view, the volume is one of high value, and Mr. Brash, throughout his 
work of nearly two hundred pages, takes nothing for granted without the dearest 
or best proofs that can be adduced. References are honestly acknowledged, bnt 
apart from this, the author has exhibited his own capacity of original treatment 
in language never involved, but always clear and enticing to the reader. The work 
is divided into twelve chapters and illustrated with 55 plates, and a good index 
is supplied at the end. The following are the subjects of the chapters:—Pre- 
Historic Period, Early Christian Period, Oratories of the Second Glass, Primitive 
Churches, the First Transition Period, Early English Art, the Romanesque 
Period, the Cistercian Order and their Churches, Ancient Fonts, Irish Masonry, 
Early Christian Masonry, the Gobhan Saor, and Traditionary Legends of the 
Gobhan Saor. Some of the chapters are intensely interesting, and will be found 
to be so by the general reader apart from the architectural profession. We 
venture to say that Mr. Brash’s work is the best on the subject that has ever 
appeared. We shall have something further to say hereafter.

There is 
no other work in the English language, of an exhaustive or comprehensive 
character, upon the Philippine Islands. Yet these islands present features of 
attraction for Great Britain, the mother of many colonies, as the last remnant 
of the colonial rule of another nation once the mistress of the largest colonial 
empire in the world.
